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display, claim 7, a controller adapted to morph a stored word 
corresponding to a sequence of symbols including the at least one other 
symbol, the morphing being based upon at least one of the input 
symbols not included in the sequence of symbols corresponding to 
the stored word, to produce at least one modified form of the stored 
word for display, claim 27, an article of manufacture comprising a third 
code segment for causing the computer to morph a stored word 
corresponding to a sequence of symbols including the at least one other 
symbol, the morphing being based upon at least one of the input 
symbols not included in the sequence of symbols corresponding to 
the stored word, to produce at least one modified form of the stored 
word for display.

allowed as their parent claims have been deemed allowable.
